committed. The idea of Revenge is to be sep- 
arated from the idea of Punishment, when we 
speak of capital punishment, or any other pun- 
ishment, in civil society. Neither can it be 
mid tbat pnniihiucat is the penalty of aiu, pro- 
perly speaking. That is sin in the eye of God, 
rrhere an individual,—a con-clous, responsible 
individual,—commit* a wrong act, with a wrong 
motive. Society hna nothing to do with mo* 
\ivtt—society pu»i»hes uctt. One man, for in- 
stance, may commit murder, and in reality, acd 
in the sight of God, tuny not commit a* much 
•in a* another person, who has merely stolen ; 
because we all know, tbat »in, rn»ra*l.guilt, is 
made tip of two elements,—the light that the 
individual bad, end the criminal wiah thnt he 
had to violate that light. God alone can know 
what light a man bat in his own conscience.— 
Strictly speaking, therefore, the word punish- 
ment ought never tu boused in this connection.

For instance—a wan 
who undertakes to commit mimler.but does not 
do it, i* guilty of murder, in the eye of Gon. 
If I load a pistol and fire it at a man and mine 
him, I atn a murderer in the eyes of GOD ; I 
am not a murderer in the eye ol *ociety. So- 
ciety looks upon the act, not upon the intention 
or motives ot the individual; and, therefore, 
only tbat Being who fathom* motive*, who lets 
down the plummet of His infinite knowledge 
into the complex machinery of the human heart, 
and learn* bow much good has been resisted, 
how much education has been smothered—only 
He can puuiuh. 


Ifl am right in this, tbe only things left are 


restraint of the specific individual culprit, and 
restraint by deturring imitators. 
That is the 


object of penalties. Well, then, we come to 
the penalty of tho gallows—the taking awny 
of life. In the first place, (to look at it ab- 
itractty.) i« it necessary, in order to restrain 
tbe murderer or to deter others from imitating 
him? It manifestly is not necessary in order 
to restrain the murderer, because society ia 
now *o settled in it* ar rang ment a, so perfectly 
stereotyped in ita shape and form, tbat you cm 
put a man betwoen four walls and k?ep him 
there hi* whole life. Massachusetts can build 
prisons strong enough to keep a man, and en- 
act statutes itrong enough to prevent htm be- 
ing pardoned o it. No man will pretend, be- 
fore thi* committee, that that part of th«object 
of penalty whir h would prevent the man from 
repeating his ott'ence (ibliges you to take bi* 
life. You can nhut him up just as securely in 
a prison a* in a grave. It is not necessary.then, 
to restrain the criminal: nobody pretends it. 


I* it neeocesiiry for the simple purpoae of 


deterring others from like offences? 
Will the 


taking of ra in's life deter other* from following 
in his steps') That ia the only quest.un that 
remains. 


When we look at the gallows—what ia it ? 


It lithe taking <>t human life. There nre three 
questions which present themeelve* in connec- 
tion with tbia subject: 
First—Hare we a 


right to take it? 
Second—Are we obliged to 


take it ? 
TA'ru—Doe* it do any good to take 


it 7 In other word*—tho right, the obligation, 
and the r.ecrwiily. 


With regard to tbe matter of right. If the 


Massachusetts Declaration of Itight* i* of any- 
authority iu tbif hall, if thu first page of your 
Constitution is of any authority here, then it 
would be hard to chow where you get tbe pow- 
er to take life. "The body politic," say* the 
Preamble to tba Constitution, "i* furiaed by a 
voluntary association of individual*; it 
i<« a 


social compact, by which the whole people 
covenant* with each citizen, and each citizen 
wlthtue whole people.'' That ia tbe Republican 
theory of government; it ia the thorny «{ tbi* 
country, as yoti know, ever since the Declara- 
tion of Independence. It i* a compact between 
individuals, tu be governed ic a certain form. 
Society, therefore, can have uo right* higher 
tban the individual bai to give to it. If yon witl 
read tbe Declamation of Rights of the Maisa- 
chtnetts Constitution, you witl tee that our form 
of government ia a partnership of the individu- 
al* eompo*ipg tiie body politic, and, of course, 
a partnership ec.nnot have any property except 
what the Individual member* give to it. Now, 
aa individual man has no right over biav own 
life—suicide i* tin. If government it a compact, 
a partnership of right* whi«h we individually 
surrender, where do you get the right to take 
life t The part ia* that make tbe compact have 
not got tt, and, therefore, they cannot give it 
to the government. Your Legislature, accord- 
ing to that Constitution, ha* BO right* except 
what th* peopU have given then. The people 
have no right to take their own lire*, an/ of 
coarse they can not give you the right to take 
their live*. II your Comttetiw U correct, 
thereto**, you have no right to take lrf«. I do 
not say the COOP titutlon i* right. I kwrw there 
are tboorle* which repudiate the ld«t> ol com- 
pact, and-otat*B th*t«over*ra*nt 4«rmw it* au 
thnritr directly from God. But your Consti- 
tution do«* not reeogtriM tbi* theory. Tour

(Num. 35: 16.)— 


That was the only restraint which Moies dared 
tu put upon the right of the nearest of kiu to 
take the life of any body who had killed hi* 
relative, whether he took it by design or not.— 
The murderer, you will observe, by the 15th 
ctinp. of Numbers is to be put to death, whether 
he gets tu the city of refuge or not; but the 
man who has committed manslaughter is not to 
be killed, provided be *tay in the city of rafuge 
a year and a dny. Now what does that show ? 
It shows two things. In the first place, that 
prior to Moses making that statute in Numbers 
tha r fa rest of kin took the life of any body 
who killed hi* relative; and in the BBCOIK: 
place, it shows, what I have stated to you, that 
there ia no distinction in thi* passage between 
murder and manslaughter. Moses institutes a

That was thought ton hard, and the sum was 
raised to forty shilling*. But under this law, 
no jury cou'.d bo found to convict—they would 
find some way to evade the statute. Tims, in 
one case, a man war taken up for ntejiliria: a 
watch, which cost ten or fifteen pounds. 
The 


iiuin had ; ndoubtedly stolen it; it was proved 
against him. The jury brought him in guilty 
of stealing the wntch, and found that the watch 
was worth thirty-nin« shillings, eleven pence. 
The wateliMuaker Haiil, "Why, the very Cushion 
of that watch was wi-rth five pounds." 
"Per- 


haps it wan," eaid the jury; "but we don't hang 
a man for five pounds " Afterwards th«y rained 
the amount to five pntnidn; then tho jury brought 
the accused in guilty of stealing four poiitrts. 
nineteen shitliDgH, eleven pence, alwnvR keep- 
ing one penny behind the hanging limit. Of 
course it was perjury, but tlie jury would not 
convict of the crimes of stcnli'ig and forgery, 
when the penalty wae death. 
TL'e LrgiHlature 


laid, the man who forges elinll be hung; but 
men forged every day, nnd every hour of tlu 
day ; and thu bankers of .London, with millions 
of pounds resting on the fidelity of an autograph, 
went before the Legit-lrture and eairi, "Ke kind 
enough to pana a statute xgniuxt forgery that 
shall not inflict thn piiiiUhinent of death." It 
was foutid that tlio ihan charged witli forgery 
was certain to bo .•icq'jitted; the witnesses 
quibbled, the juries <[>iibbled, the prosecuting 
nflicer <iuib!)lod. until no man was ever Iwng 
for forgery. Then the bunkers of London (one 
thousand of them) wont before the Lr«i;islaturp, 
and suid, "Your gnllir.vs ia no protection to us ; 
be kind enough to ta';e it nwny :" 


Gi.-iitleinen, for one hundred years, the pro- 


gresa of all legislation has been to throw away 
these extreme penalties; and in proportion as 
it has done so, crim» hia diminished. That 
shows that society does not need thn gallows 
for protection, and if it does not need it for 
protection, it has no right to it. These gentle- 
men will not contend, of course, that society 
has a right to take life from caprice, from whim, 
from taste, -but only from necessity. If we 
show you thnt when it has been withdrawn 
from a crime, that crime has diminished, then,

We have 
got the experience of two hundred years in 
England, thnt every crinio from which the pen 
alty of the gallows wastakt-u ofFhaa deminiah- 
ished. We have got the experience of Russia, 
of Tuscany, of lletgriin, of Sir James Macin- 
tosh in India, whore they have give-n up tho 
death penalty; yet vnurder did not increase. 
You say, these experiments were local, and for 
a f hort time. True, hut they were all one way. 
Society htis never tried the gallows, but to fail. 
Now, all we »«k of Massachusetts is, that when 
she has tried the one and not succeeded, »he 
shall now try the o'her. We used to punish 
highway robbery wit.i death. Then that crime 
was fre'ijuent; but things i;ot to such a state I 
that, as liobert limit, ill said, ,1 man was morel 
likely to be struck with lightning, sitting in his 
parlor in any town of tho Commonwealth, than 
to be hung for committing highway robbery. 
We took off the penalty of death, and then high- 
way robbery diminished ; there were more oas- 
es before than eince. 


In tho States that havo abolished the death 


penalty,the result hat; been entirely satisfacto- 
ry,—and every humane man must rejoice at it. 
Take Michigan and those State* thnt have re- 
scinded the penalty—they are no worse offthan 
Massachusetts. I say that this is a State pre- 
eminently fitted to t:-y this experiment. 
We 


arothS great Normal School of all civil govern- 
ment,—Massachusetts. We havo got the most 
moral people on the face of the earth; we have 
got the best circuinstances for an experiment in 
civil government; we have got a people with 
wealth equally divided; w« have got common 
schools; we are a people with a high moral 
tone ; we havo got a homogeneous population ; 
it is ea»y to get a living here, and poverty there- 
fore, does not drive to crime, as in some other 
places—our circumstances are all favorable to 
morality, We are ii: a bettor state to try such 
an experiment than Michigan, far better than 
Belgium. Tuscany or Russia; yet they tried it, 
nnd were successful, and why will not we 1 All 
thn great tights of jurisprudence are on our 


si,le,—Franklin, Ijivingstnn, Hush, Lafayette, 
Baccara, Grotitin,—J might mention forty emi- 
nent names,ail throwing their textimnny agaiattt 
the gallows. Lafayette said—" I shall demand 
he abolition of the penalty of death, until you 
how me the infallibility of human testimony." 
le thought it was ertough to discredit the nal- 
wa, that men might be hung by mistake.— j 
There have been two or three such oases in the 
lislory of jurisprudence. 


Now, with all this experience on our side, 


with the fact tbat w« are the very best govern- 
ment in the world to try the experiment, with 
bo testimony of Lord Brougham,—a man not 
lissed by any peculiar circumstances, by an; 
religious fanaticism, by any sentimental enthu> 
siasm,—that this idea of deterring from offen- 
ses by example is a failure—that education is 
the only thing—that the prison ought to be a 
moral hospital—that the man is to be taken 
possession of, and restrained by moral influen- 
ces,—shall we be behind such • man as Lord 
Brougham T It seetus that we ought not to be.
